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Action, Withd raws —

NEW YORK, Dec. 19.—Lawyers for 
both sides are continuing in their si- 
lence concerning the basis of the sud- 
den settlement of Mrs. Alice G. Ry- 
croft’s suit against Henry Clay Pierce 
of the Waters-Pierce O!l Co. to re- 
cover $171,000 in stocks which she al- 
leged he had handled for her. It had 
been alleged that the securities had 
been turned over to him to convert 
into more remunerative property. 

The first trial was uncontested by 
Pierce, but he had the case reopened 
and the second was about to procéed, 
with the jury all ready, when the com- 
promise was announced in the follow- 
ing terms: 

‘The plaintiff has become convinced 
from evidence submitted to her by the 
defendant since the preparation of her 
pleadings that the defendant did not 
convert to his own use any of the se- 
curities or moneys belonging to the 
plaintiff which were at any time in his 
hands. She therefore withdraws and 
retracts the charges of conversion 
made by her in her pleadings in this 
and in any and all other actions now 
pending against the defendant, and con- 
sents and directs that the pending ac- 
tion and any and all other actions 
pending against the defendant be dis- 
continued. All matters in account be- 
tween the defendant. and the plaintiff 
have been settled and adjusted. *

- HEARD INS 
AT ARCHBALD 


Niece of One of Principal 
} Prosecuting Witnesses Testi- 
fies Against Judge. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—A woman's 
voice was heard within the Senate cham- 
ber when Miss Mary Boland of Scran- 
ton, Pa., testified in the Judge Archbaid 
impeachment case. Miss Boland was the 
first woman to appear before the Senate 
since 19. In that year anather testi- 
fied at the impeachment trial of Judge 
Swayne of Elorida. 

Judge Archbald probably will take the 
Witness stand in his own defense before 
the end of the trial. It is expected that 
about ten witnesses will be examined 
following the Christmas recess.

ONE Big MOMENT 
IN SON'S PLAYLET 


“A Christmas Night Under the 
Terror’ Saves Its Star for This 
Great Opportunity. 


By RIPIZY D. SAUNDERS. 

N “A Christmas Night Under the 

Terror’ the role played by Sarah 

Bernhardt is that of a young vivan- 
diere of the Republican Army who saves 
the lives of a Royalist nobleman of La 
Vendee, his’ peasant-masquerading wife 
and little daughter, the ‘three having fal- 
len into the hands of the vivandiere’s 
soldier-comrades because the rebel aris- 
tocrat stole through the lines to give 
his chilé a Christmas kiss. 

It’s a pretty little story, devised for 
the stage by Maurice Bernhardt, son 
cf Sarah, in collaboration with Henri 
Cain, an experienced French dramatiat, 
and only at one moment does it place 
any considerable physical or emotional 
strain upon the player of the vivandiere 
role. Presented at the Columbia Thea- 
ter on Wednesday afternoon and even- 
ing, to be repeated at Thursday’s mati- 
nee and night performances, it enabled 
Bernhardt to appear in a more satisfy- 
ing aspect than was possible to her 
*‘Lucrece Borgia’ of the first two days 
ef her St. Louls engagement. 


It would be folly to claim that Mme. 
Bernhardt looks the part of the young 
vivandiere capable of sharing in the 
hard and active service of troops en- 


gaged in a winter campaign ‘against | 


ap enemy scattered throughout the rude 
fastnesses of a mountainous country. 
This bodily seeming now is impossible 
to her. But the rough sort of uniform 


iwhich she wears, the collar of its coat 


hiding her neck, the cocked-hat pulled 
down over her brow and shading her 
face, does much, to conceal the rav- 
ages of time, she makes no physical 
movement not absolutely imperative and 
she saves her voice as jealously as 
though its every tone were literally of 
gold*drawn from a well-nigh bankrupt 
treasury. 

Thus holding her waning powers in 
reserve, Bernhardt arrives at that one 
moment in the action of hér son’s play- 
jet when at least a brief flash of her 
old dramatic fire is inexorably demand- 
ed. This moment comes when, shaming 
her soldier-comrades for their willing- 
ness to serve as the executioners of the 
young Comte and Comtesse de Kersan, 
the storm of anger and pity sweeps 
her beyond all discretion dnd she ter- 
minates her passionate outburst with 


a splendid cry of “Vive le Roi!” hurled 
full in the faces of her astonished com- 


panions of the Revolution. Here, for an 


linstant, although her voice» had broken 


ominously a little time before, Bern- 
hardt was almost her old self, flery, ir- 
resistible, commandingly imperious. Ani 
hére, too, she dominated her audience, 
scoring the one big: triumph of which 
age had robbed her in the ‘‘Lucrece 
Borgia” of her-earlier playing. 

This, however, is all that she does 
of real dramatic import. I do not ‘be- 
lieve any of us will ever forget the 
pathos of Bermhardt’s weary clinging 
to every arm that comes within her 
teach, resting a hand on every shoulder 
losing no possible opportunity to gain 
support from a table or a chair; at, 
one pitiful moment, weak and, scared, 
calling attention to a door carelessly 
left open, through which a cold draft 
blew directly upon her. It is the sad- 
dest real-life picture I have ever seen 
in the mimic world. 
to look upon its iike again. 

I shall trp to rsmember, instead, those 
lighter phases of the play’s revealing— 
the pretty Bernhardt comedy in the 
vivandiere’s potato-paring scene with 
the young Comtesse de Kersam, her in- 
stant and melting friendliness toward 
the latter’s little daughter, an occ&sion- 
al flash of camp-fire badinage with 
Sergeant la Balafre, the minor mo- 
ments that mercilessly refrained from 
crucifying Bernhardt on the cross of 
old age. Thesé, alone, are the things 
that may be remembered without pain. 


The players in support of Mme- Bern-' 
hardt were admirably competent. The 
little cast included M. Lou Tellegen as 
the Comte de Kerson, M. Deneubourg 
as Commandant Renaud, M. Favieres 
as Sergeant la Balafre, M. Tsrestri as 
Malec, the old Chovan farmer who 
sheltered ‘the fugitive aristocrats; Mlle. 
Seylor as the Comtesse de Kersan and 
Mme. Boulanger as  Yolette, the 
farmer’s wife.

“hursday that the thres Home Rule 
bills prepared by the Business Men’s 
League were defective because they did 
pot provids for the removal of the 
police, excise and election commissioners 
by the Governor of the State. To adopt 
home rule bills giving the Mayor ab- 
colutely control of these departments 
would result in special interests getting 
control of these important offices, Folk 
esserted, and the nullification of the 
liquor and the gambling laws. 


To have effective home rule, he said, 
the Governor should have the power to 
remove any official who failed to en- 
force the law. Home rule, he said, had 
a different meaning in different places. 
Home rule in Ohio, he said, meant the 
right of cities to adopt their own char- 
ters, while home rule in St. Leuis means 
the right of the city to name its own 
police and excise commissioners. 

“Nearly everyone favors home rule, 
but there is @ difference of opinion re- 
garding the measures te gain this end,” 
he said. ‘‘With all due deference to the 
gentlemen who are advocating the so- 
called Business .Men’s League  Dills, 
which propose to confer upon the Mayor 
the power of appointment of Police Com- 
misioners, Excise Commisioners and 
Election Commissioners, I think they are 
defective in not giving authority to the 
Governor to remove for failure to en- 
force the laws of the State. In my opin- 
fon these measures would not bring home 
rule, but no rule; so far as. the liquor 
laws and gambling laws are concerned. 

No Objection: to Local Selection, 

“There:is no objection to the local se- 
lection of police and ‘excise ‘commission- 
ers, but the Chief Executive of the State 
should have power of ~emova! where the 
commissioéners fal: or refuse to enforce 
the laws of the commonwealth—that is 
home rule, the other would be misrule. 
The excise and police departments have 
to do with the enforcement of State 
laws. 

‘“‘Why should the State be stripped of 
all authority to see that its laws are 
carried out where there is ‘failure on 
the part of local officials to enforce 
them? Reserving the power to remove 
by the Governor, instead of interfering 
with home rule, would insure home rule 
under the law,:and would be a safeguard 
against the overthrow of home rule by 
the powers that prey. 

“It ds insisted that the Governor 
should have nothing to do with St. 
Louis. He is the Chief Executive of 
the State, and it is no more inconsist- 
ent with Home Rule to permit an ap- 
peal to the Governor from a lower 
executive official than to allow an 
appeal from the St. Louis Circuit 
Court to the Supreme Court. 

Not Abused in Other States. 

“It is argued that this power to 
remove might be abused by the Gov- 
ernor. That has not been found to 
be true in New York and Ohio, and in 
other states where the Executive 
has this authority. There is far less 
danger of the Governor using the 
power improperly than there is in 
local government being destroyed 
through special interests securing 
control of the Police and Excise De- 
pamtments, on account of lack of 
power of supervision by the State. 
Such power rarely would be use}, 
and only in .extreme cases, but Its 
existence would have a tendency to 
prevent the abuses requiring its use. 

“Last summer when these meas= 
ures were first proposed it was fully 


4 é, 
stated in the public press that the 


object was to make St. Louis a wide 
open city. ~Without impugning the 
motives of those who now advocate 
these measures, I believe it is clear 
that they were born of that desire. 

“ft is not hard to imagine the possi- 
bility. of the brewery interests, for 
instance, securing control of the Po- 
lice, Excise and Election “departments. 
Then liquor laws could be nullified, 
gambling statutes set aside with 
impunity, all forms of vice would 
stalk abroad unashamed and unafraid 
and the people of St. Louis would be 
without machinery to secure relief. 

Look at St. Louis County, where the 
State has no authority to protect it- 
self. Multiply the carnival of lawless- 
ness and crookedness that has been go- 
ing on there by the difference In popu- 
lation between the city and county and 
you will have the conditions here these 
measures will produce in their present 
form. 

“If it is desired to change the liquor 
and gambling laws, the way to do it 
is not to give control of the Police and 
Excise departments to those who de- 
sire to break these laws. The better 
way would. be to go to the Legislature 
and ask for a repeal! of the laws object- 
ed to, or request the Legisiaturp to give 
St. Loul# and the other cities of the 
State entire control of the liquor trat- 
fic. and allow these cities to make their 
own legislation a these ‘matters,

So appalling were these exposures that 
zour of the officers committed ‘suicide 
rather than face the results of their 
acts, The rsvelations in San Francisco, 
Fittsburg and New York have made it 
clear that whenever ‘the privilege of 
‘awlessness is given to any class, and 
2 profit is made out of that privilege, 
som: sort of tribute is always extorted 
by some of those in authority for con- 
ferring it. 

“Local option to make laws is one 
thing; there should be no such thing 
@s local option to break State laws. 
Local self government means the 
right to select officials whose juris- 
diction is limited to that locality; it 
should not mean license to break 
State laws. Sovereignity must. be 
lodged somewhere, and it is lodged 
under our form of government in the 
people of the State of Missouri. Each 
individual should have the right un- 
der law to govern himself so long as 
it does not interfere with the equal 
rights of others. Each city should 
have absolute home rule so far as is 
consistent with the due observance 
of the laws and the peace and dignity 
of the State. This is the kind of 
home rule that we want. That is, 
real home rule, and not brewery rule.

It was not to be supposed that insurance agents 
and automobile owners would indorse the proposal 
to do away with automobile liability insurance by 
legislation. But the greater public which makes 
and unmakes law finds the proposal worth con- 
sidering. 

There can be no doubt that a liability insurance 
policy amounts to a license to drive without fear 
of pecuniary loss, no matter what the conse- 
quence to life or limb. Insurance men claim that 
the care and discrimination they exercise in is- 
suing policies only to responsible persons is a 
public eguard, but th: answer to that is—the 
continuing and increasing number of accidents 
indicate the need of more drastic safeguards. As 
a matter of right the public is entitled to every 
reasonable safeguard which the law can throw 
about the operation of dangerous engines. As 
a restraint upon recklessness or negligence noth- 
ing better has ever been devised than damages. 
We repeat our belief that contracts which relieve 





ithe individual of this restraint, in the face of 


a great demonstrated public danger, are opposed to 
public policy and may therefore be legislated 
against constitutionally. At least the question 
is worth threshing out in Legislature and courts.

The importance of botanical researches 
cf the kind in which he has made a 
name for himself was shown last even- 
jug by Prof. Hugo de Vries in his second 
Lowel Institute lecture on “The Evo- 
Intion of Plants.” “The future of the 
human race,” he said, “will depend upon 
new foodstuffs, for those now known 
will not suffice to support it.”

“If it were 
possible to grow things in the desert 
world,” said the speaker, “it would 
be very desirable. At any rate, it is the 
agriculture that is in the foreground of 
public needs.”

N SO FAR as marriage and divorce 
ar@ discussed among women of 
the wealthier classes, these matters 
are approached from a point ot 


the great number of people in the gen- 
eral ranks of the community. 

In this country there is only one fam- 
ily in sixteen whose means allow of 
their having one servant, and only one 
family in forty-six who can keep two 
servants; and this proves that the laws 
of marriage and divorce must be con- 
sidered with a view to fitting them to 
different classes of people.

therefore, very few occasions for ‘di- 
vorce. 

Reduced to a simple formula, it may 
be said that thé more differences there 
are between men and women of differ- 
ent classes the more grades of society 
there are, the most differences there are 
between the standards that men and 
wotnen set for each other’s conduct, 
character, manners and attainments, the 
more difficulty there is in successfully 
mating. 

B EFORE we can discuss properly the 

subject of divorce we must have 
some sort of an idea of. what is the 
object of marriage. It seems to me that 


creasing the sum of human efficiency, 
and that it is a mistake to measure 
the success of the institution merely by 
counting the number of children bern. 
A marriage which produces two sane, 
healthy children undoubtedly justifies it- 
self to the race and to society; but a 
marriage may be without any children 
at all and may still justify itself, pro- 
vided that by that marital life the sum 
of socia] efficiency is raised. 

The question of divorce is one largely 
of the effect of th® marriage upon the 
sum of social efficiency. For instance, 
if a man Or a woman by drunkenness 
or in any other way diminishes the 
social efficiency of the other to less 
than it was before marriage, I believe 
that® marriage has no business, socially, 
to exist, Or if there is such friction, 
such temperamental friction, in the mar- 
riage so that the constant wearing of 
cne upon the other reduces their ef- 
ficlency, then the marriage has no ex- 
cuse for its existence. 

The first mistake Which society makes 
is to assume. that the mating instinct 
is a proper and gufficient guide in mat- 
rimonial matters. The mating instinct 
may be a proper guide in a state of 
nature, in a state of socletytsuch as 
existed in the Samoan Islands before 
the missionaries went there; but the 
mating instinct is not sufficient now 
that marriage has an important social 
espect:and society has become so com- 
plex. 


it is necessary to understand just what 
elements enter into marriage and just 
what relation it bears to our lives. The’ 
passions and emotions enter into it, but 
they are by no means all that do; and 
therefore the first step to be taken to 
prevent divorce is to instruct the young 
upon this most important and vita! ' 
phase of human life. 
instruction in sex hygiene merely, but 
instructio@® in the psychology of sex. 
I think we need instruction here in 
America more than anywhere else in 
the psychology of the marital relation, 
in the psychology of jealousy, of pos- 
sessiveness, in marriake from the in- 
herited traditions about marriage and 
its obligations which have come down 
to us from. the. past. — 
E make marriage too much a 
matter of opinion. A woman 
thinks that it ought to involve certain 
things, and she starts with her mind 
made up in one way; and the man ap- 
proaches it. with-his mind made up in 
another ‘way; and then views must 
sae. and after all each view is prob.

years, and, with all that experience at 
the back of them, they ought to have 
learned how to get along. 

In other lines humanity has profited 
by the experiences of those who have 
investigated or have been through cer- 
tain phases of life, because these expe- 
riences have been related. 

We have all learned some things, and 
these ought to be communicated to oth 


in order for the assistance and guidance 
of others, so that unfit mating might 
be prevented to a considerable extent by 
school instruction in the organization 
of married life and of the home. 
Another means of regulating divorce 
besides premarriage instruction, would 
be to change our marriage laws. At 
the present time we allow people to 
get married solely under the guidance

When young people go before this 
‘marriage commission they should make 
len application for a license to be mar- 
‘ried. The application should include 
certain facts which society is interest- 
ed in knowing; and as society becomes 
more organized there: will be more facts 
necessary to be included in the applica- 
tion—such facts as the health and his-. 
tory of the parents, whether there is 
insanity in the family, what the par- 
ents died of, and matters of that kind. 

If young people knew the answers to 
these questions before they married, 
many marriages would not take place. 

ET us suppose one young couple 
married; the question is, have they 
married badly? What constitutes a >ad 
marriage? As I said before, a bad mar- 
riage is one which lowers the sum cf 
human efficiency. Viewed from this 
standpoint I am not sure that infidelity 
is always a cause for divorce; I think 
very frequently it is not. 

I should think drunkenness a far more 
serious cause for divorce than occa- 
sional infidelity, except of course in 
thosé cases in which infidelity causes 
so much suffering to the other party in

Divorce equally with marriage should 
be prevented from taking place merely 
as a result of a sudden burst of pas- 
sion. Applicants for divorce should go 
before the commission and after ‘he 
application has been made a certain 
time should elapse, a month or two, at 
the end of which the commission should 
inquire into the matter. 

fo me the most mysterious thing 
about our modern divorce laws is that 
you cannot get a divorce in most States, 
if both parties want it; it is only where 
there is a battle and a struggle. It 
seems to me that this tends to aug- 
ment all that is bad in marriage and 
divorce. 

We demand this ‘condition of affairs, 
this condition of horror and enmity be- 
tween the parties, and people have to 
work themselves up to it until they get 
to the point where they have a suf- 
ficient cause and a sufficient amount 
of hysteria to carry them through the 
difficult process of getting a divorce. 
No-v, when you have to work yourself 
up, like an early Christian martyr, be- 
fore you can get a divorce, it is very 
bad, for if anything should be done 
without passion and excitement it is 
di~orce. 

GREAT deal of discussion has cen- 

tered around the problem of what 
is to be done with the children when 
the parents are divorced. The least we 
can require ig that the parents give 
bonds that the children will be cared 
for, and.if one or the other tries to 
shirk this responsibility, the law should 
interfere, This is not a responsibility 
which rests upon the man only; the 
woman has no more right to shirk the 
care of the children than her husband 
has. 

The important matter of the effect of 
a divorce upon the children of a mar- 
riage is one that I have gone into. very 
thoroughly. .There is only one way of 
finding out whether or not divorce is 
bad for the children, and that Is to co)- 
lect evidence in relation to the children 
of divorced parents and also in relation 
to the children of parents. who are un- 
happily married,, but are stfil living to- 
gether, 

The evidence I collected is all very 
clearly in favor of divorce. I. only

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UT for the Win of an English 
King, one of our states would 
now be known by the high- 
sounding title of Crescentia.

- The site of Philadelphia was part otf 
9 In fact. there were quarrels over the 
boundary line between Maryland and 
Pennsylvania until, in 1762, two English 
, surveyors, Charles Mason and Jeremiah 
Dixon, surveyed the district and laid out 
{the famous ‘‘Mason and Dixon's line’’-- 

a line that was later to divide free soil 
trou slave states. 

Almost from the start the Maryland? 
colonists found trouble awaiting them. 
Their first quarrel was with a band of 
Virginians under Capt. Clayborne, who 
had settled on (Chesapeake Bay in 161. 
And in the resulting clash English bioud 
was shed for the first of many timus 
by Englishmen on American soil. 

Then came a body of Puritans who 
had been kicked out of Virginia be- 
cause they would not conform to the 
Episcopal Church. They settled in 
Maryland, where they proceeded to stir 
up an insurrection against the local 
government, and for a time seized con-

BODY KEPT SIX WEEKS 


Lawyer for Millionaire Pittsburg 
Employer Hints at a Black- 
mail Plot. 





Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK. Deo, 19.—Arthur Heil, 
Proprietor of a curio store in Philapel- 
phia, is investigating the cause of the 
death of his sister, Mrs. Emily Dewees 
Felis, 42 years old, who died in the New 
Yor Hospital, Nov. 3. 

The body, after it had been kept in 
the receivjng vault by Edward J. Scully, 
an undertaker, for nearly six weeks, was 
sent to Philadelphia Monday night. On 


{its arrival there Heil had a post-mortem 


examination made by Dr. William 5. 
Wadsworth, connected with the Coron- 
er’s office of that city. Dr. Wadsworth 
said the woman had died as the result 
of an illegal operation. 

The death certificate on file in the of- 








fice of the Board of Health recites that 
Mrs. Felis, named in the certificate as 
Emily L. Dewees, died of “multiple 
neuritis.’’ The certificate was signed by 
Dr. George F. Hock, house physician 
of the New York Hospital. According 
to the records of the hospital, no opera- 
tion was performed on her there. 

Trees Made $9,000,000 Sale. 
Mrs. Felis, who had begun divorce pro- 
ceedings, had been employed by Joseph 
Cc. Trees,*a Pittsburg- millionaire, . for 
two years prior to her death. About 15 
years ago Trees sprang into prominence 
through his sale of oil wells for an 
amount reported to be $9,000,000. He is 
years old and one of the best-known 

the new Pittsburg millionaires. 

Mrs. Trees has been ill for several! 
years and Mrs. Felis was engaged 4s 
nurse and companion. Mr. and Mrs. 
Felis made frequent trips to this city. 
They stayed.at the Hotel Plaza. 

Mrs.’ Felis entered New York Hospital 
on Sept.,18. 

Roger O’Mara, formerly chief of police 
of Pittsburg, and more widely known as 
ithe detective employed by Mrs. William 
Thaw to obtain evidence in favor of her 
son, Harry Zhaw, was employed by 
Trees’ lawyer to obtain evidence as to 
the exact cause of Mrs. Felis’ death. 
He came to New York but returned to 
Pittsburg Tuesday. Senator John S. 
Weller, attorney for Trees, said, in 
Pittsburg: 

“The suggestions made-in this matter 
are the culmination of a series of at- 
tempts to blackmail/carried on ‘during 
the last four weeks. Mrs. Felis was 
in the employ of Mr. Trees for about two 
years as trained nurse to Mrs. Trees.

“When she told him she would not 
trust her money with anyone but him, 
he reluctantly took it and made certain 
investments for her. 

“Before she left Pittsburg to go to 
New York, he handed her about $2000, 
a‘ quick return: on the speculative in- 
vestments Trees had favored. That is 
all there is to the matter of her having 
been given bonds by Mr. Trees and to 
the alleged mysterious disappearance of 
those bonds. 

“Ags to the cause of Mrs. Felis’ death, 
our report is that seven or eight weeks 
ago she became ill of pneumonia, and 
that this caused her death. 

“Immediately after the death of Mrs. 
Felis, who, it is reported, was married 
more than once, and whose husband is 
living, the plan to extort money was 
set in motion. Several letters were re- 
cetved by Mr. Trees, and as the weeks 
passed by, these letters became of a se- 
rious nature. Some unkind friend ad- 
vised Mr.. Trees to pay a little money 
and so end the annoyance. He consult- 
ed me. I advised him to fight, and we 
will ffght to the end, 

“Without Mr. Trees’ knowledge I hired 
Roger O’Mara to obtain evidence prov- 
ing the blackmail plot. His information 
confirmed mine on that line. More than 
this, he made other’ sensational 
discovereies and Was about to 
prefer criminal charges against certain 
persons when there was caused to be 
made a post-mortem by the Coroner’s 
pliysician of Philadelphia, in the hope 
that this proceeding would forestall any 
criminal proceedings. This plan, how- 
ever, will not succeed, and we shall 
prosecute the matter to the end.” 

‘Hasband With Her Brother. 

When Mrs. Felis died, her husband 
éame to New York. He was apparently 
on excellent terms with Heil, her broth- 
er. Dr. Hoch said: 

“The woman we know as Mrs. Dewees 
died from multiple neuritis. It was a 
particularly well defined case, She told 
us that she had undergone an operation, 
but the operation she referred to was 
one that could not have caused either 
death or the neuritis from which she 
died. Moreover, the operation was a per-
